It  ig  one  of  the  curious  tacts  in  the  history 
of  delusions,  tb*t  even  scientific  men  place 
an  nnquesiioning  faith  in  tho  de;nl!y  in 
fiuence  of  the  Upas  tree  on  all  living  things 
within  its  range.  Dr.  Foorsch.  an  minent 
surgeon  in  the  service  of  the  East  India  Com- 
pany, first  described  the  tree  and  its  destruc- 
tive powers  in  "Pennock  a  Outlin  s  of  the 
Globe,"  publighed  at  the  close  of  the  U^t  cen- 
tury. As  he  gave  the  account  from  his  own 
observation,  it  seemed  entitled  to  greater 
weight.  He  said:  "I  saw  it  myself,  the  sole 
individual  of  its  species  standing  alone,  in  a 
scene  of  solitary  horror,  in  the  m^MIe  of  a 
naked,  blagu-d  plain  surround-d  by  a  circle 
of  mountains,  the  whole  area  of  which  is  cov- 
ered with  the  skeletons  of  bird',  breasts,  and 
8MB.  Not  rv  vestige  of  vegetable  life  i?  to  he 
geen  within  the  contaminated  atmosphere, 
and  even  tbe  tiahe*  die  in  the  water. 

Mr  Darwin,  tht  distinguished  botanist,  ac- 
cepted the  theory  as  a  scientific  fact  and.  in 
his  'Botanic  Garden,"  eaercised  a  little  poet- 
ic license,  making  the  mitisma  penetrate  over 
t*m  leoyMt*  aqua  e,  and  destroy  alike  the  eagle 
in  the  air  or  the  lion  on  the  plain.

The  hospitalities  of  the 
eitj  of  Lexington  were  tendered  to  the 
infmbern  present  by  Georoe  W.  Uanck, 
editor  of  the  Lexineton  OLu-rirr  *f-  Re- 
p  irlt  r.  A  blessing  upon  the  proceedings  of 
Um  CoiiveuLiou  waa  iuvoked  by  liev.  II. 
A.  M.  HknjiEIWiiN,  of  the  Kentucky  Frtr 

m  a.  The  President  of  the  Convention, 
our  old  friend  Col.  A.  (J.  Hoimies,  of  the 
Frankfort  Commonwealth,  was  then  in- 
troduced, aud  gave  a  very  interesting  ac- 
count of  his  connection  with  the  press  of 
the  State,  concluding  by  thanking  the 
members  for  the  compliment  conferred  by 
Uh  e  lection  as  President,  and  express- 
ing his  gratification  that  the  formation  of 
the  association  had  already  contributed 
to  banish  much  of  the  abuse  and  personal- 
ity which  had  so  long  degraded  aud  im- 
paired the  influence  of  the  press  in  this 
State.  Henry  T.  Stanton  was  then  in- 
troduced and  read  the  beautiful  poem 
which  we  published  on  Saturday.  His 
elocution,  as  well  as  the  matter  of  his 
thought  end  happy  expression,  elicited  the 
appreciative  approbation  of  all  who  wero 
present.  J.  fiTOPDAItn  JOHNSTON  of  the 
Frankfort  Veoiaa-n,  who  had  been  elected 
orator  at  the  first  meeting,  then  delivered 
an  able  and  interesting  address,  which  we 
regret  not  having  space  for  in  our  colutune. 
Mr.  Johnston  U  himself  an  ornament  to 
the  profession,  and  in  his  conduct  of  the 
Yeomun  acts  out  his  own  eloquent  and 
exalted  conception  of  the  functions  and 
duties  of  the  editor.  At  the  couclusiou 
of  the  address  invitations  were  read  to 
luuch  at  feveral  places,  and  to  visit  vari- 
ous points  of  interest,  all  of  which,  it  is 
uuuecessary  to  say  were  accepted  and  en- 
joyed. A  scholarship  in  Washington 
College,  Virginia,  was  tendered  by  Wit. 
Preston  Jountson,  and  accepted  in  a 
resolution  offered  by  HENRY  T.  StaNTON. 
Wm.  N.  Haldeman  was  elected  President 
of  the  next  meeting:  J.  M.  Clark,  Vice 
Pr.  <i  leut :  F.  L.  McChesney,  Record- 
inc  5ecretary ;  J.  G.  CRADDOCK,  Treafur- 
M  T.  J  Miller.  R.  M.  Kelly,  J.  M. 
Adams,  and  H.  T.  Stanton,  Executive 
Committee.  GeorqkW.  Ranck  was  elect- 
ed to  deliver  the  address,  and  R.  S.  Wil- 
liams la  read  a  poem.  A  mnguificent 
banquet  was  tendered  the  Association  by 
the  press  aud  citizcus  of  Lexington  and 
the  proprietors  of  the  Phot  uix  Hotel  at 
which  toasts  were  proposed  and  ^speech's 
made.  Altogether  (he  occasion  Eccms  to 
have  passed  most  pleasantly  and  we  hope 
may  be  followed  by  good  results.  From 
among  the  resolutions  adopted  the  follow- 
ing are  especially  worthy  of  notice,  vi«  :

Pearly  io  life  he  seems 
to  have  had  a  penchant  for  a  military  life, 
and,  at  tho  age  of  fifteen,  after  sojourning 
in  Bordentowo,  N.  V.,  as  a  guest  of  his 
uncle  Joseph,  ex-King  of  Spain,  for  a 
bHof  season,  he  became  the  aide-de-camp  of 
Santander,  the  revolutionary  General  of 
Columbia,  in  South  Amereica.  Soon  tir- 
ing of  this  life  or  field  of  action,  he  re- 
signed, proceeded  to  Rome,  joined  the 
Carbonari,  abused  the  Pope,  beat  police- 
men and  made  himself  generally'  aud  dis- 
disagreeably  obnoxious.  An  order  for  his  ar 
rest  was  issued,  which  bciug  attempted  he 
killed  the  leader  of  the  police  soldiery  aud 
dangerously  wounded  two  of  his  men,  but 
was  overpowered,  imprisoned,  and  finally 
relca.-ed  by  the  Pontiff  ho  had  outraged, 
on  condition  he  would  come  to  the  United 
States.  Here  he  met  the  present  Empe- 
ror, but,  soon  parting  with  him,  pur- 
sued a  life  of  adventure  in  Ceutral 
aud  South  America,  from  whence  he  went 
t..  Kngland,  and  there  lead  a  life  of  de- 
bauchery  aud  dissipation  for  several  years. 
Thence  he  went  to  the  Ionian  Islands  and 
to  t  ireeca,  distinguishing  himself  by  his 
recklessness,  and  on  one  occasion  when 
attacked  by  Albanian  btuditti  he  killed 
and  wounded  several  of  the  deaperadoes 
and  put  the  rest  to  flight.  He  was  invited 
to  leave  Greece  by  the  representatives  of 
the  British  Government,  and  again  be- 
came a  resident  of  England.  His  notice 
of  his  couisin's  failure  at  Boulogne  was 
not  flattering.  The  revolution  of  1848 
o  -. -luring  Prince  Peirre  set  out  for  Par- 
is, became  a  violent  Republican,  was  elect- 
ed to  the  Constituent  Assembly  from 
A  j  iccio,  in  Corsica,  and  continued  to  be 
professedly  an  ardent  advocate  of  red  hot 
democracy  until  theemjt  <f  rtut  which  end- 
ed in  the  overthrow  of  the  Republic  and 
i In  Mibstitution  of  the  Second  Empire, 
wheu  he  announced  his  intcutiou  to  retire 
to  the  shades  of  private  life.  He  does  not 
eem  to  have  been  a  favorite  with  the  Em- 
|K-ror  and  has  resided  principally  at  bis 
own  i  ilia  iu  Auteuil. 

Prince  PlKURK  recently  wrote  a  book

it  the  Mn rxi' ■>  .  the  paper  of  Count 
Hkxhi  let  IMNM,  contained  various 
insulting  criticisms.    It  aiay  be  remarked 
'  here,  that  for  years  uot  only  has  Hoc n  y 
KO<TK  been  a  violent  emeiny  of  imperial- 
ism and  it«»  representative  iu  the  person  of  j 
Lons  Naihh.eon    Bonaparte,  bat  he 
has  rejected   no  occasion  to   abuse  and 
revile  iu  the  most  offensive  manner  the 
!  Bona  partes  as  a  family  in  their  personal 
|  aud  domestic  characters.    Not  satisfied 
;  with  assailing  the  living,  he  has  proceeded 
„  '  I  to  tear  away  the  grave  clothes  from   the  . 
i  bodies  of  the  dead,  and  revived  and  repub- 1 
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lished  all  the  indecent  seandala  concern- 
ing different  members  of  the  race,  male 
and  female.  But  the  particular  articles 
to  which  Priuce  Pifrre  took  exception 
were  not.  written  by  BidMlJajau,  but  by 
his  associate,  Paschal  Grous.set,  whose 
name  was  signed  to  them,  as  is  customary 
iu  France.  The  enraged  Prince  sout  a 
note  in  response  to  Rochkpoute,  con- 
taining a  defiance  to  a  challenge  in  these 
words  :  "I  reside  al  No.  !V>,  Rue  d'Au- 
teuil  ;  and  I  promise  you  that  if  you  pre- 
sent yourself ,  you  will  not.  he  told  that  I 
am  out."  Grouhset  having  written  the 
articles  at  once  sent  the  invited  challenge 
to  a  duel  by  the  hands  of  Monsieurs  Fou- 
viellb  and  Victor  Hotl.  attaches  of  the 
Ufara*  ill<ti»  and  the  sccouds  or  witnesses 
of  R<k:hkforte  in  his  several  combats 
with  Cassaonac  and  others.  Those  gen- 
tlemen proceeded  to  the  residence  of  the 
Prince,  when  an  altercation  ensued  du- 
ring which  Victor  Noir  was  shot  dead  by 
a  pistol  in  the  hands  of  Prince  Pierre. 
The  statements  of  the  Prince  and  of  M. 
Fon  viellk,  who  accompanied  Noir, 
differ  radically  as  to  the  provocation. 
Prince  Pierre  declares  upon  his 
honor,  that  upou  his  refusal  to  rec 
ogniae  GaoL'sgET  iu  the  affair,  Victor 
Noir  slapi>ed  him  iu  the  face,  and  there- 
upon, he,  the  Priuce,  who  had  his  hand 
upon  a  pistol  in  his  pocket  iu  anticipation 
of  somu  insult  or  violence,  shot  him.  M. 
Foxville  says  that  up^n  reading  the  let- 
ter of  liROLfWKT,  Priuce  Pierre  became 
much  excited,  denounced  RocueeoRTE 
and  (jRorssET,  and  that  upon  being  told 
by  Noir  that  he  aud  his  companion  re- 
presented their  friends  the  Prince  slapped 
Noir  in  the  face  and  instantly  shot  htm 
with  a  pistol  he  had  already  cocked  in  his 
pocket.  Prince  Pierre  being  one  of  the 
reigning  family  must  be  tried  by  the  Cham- 
bers, and  they  have  been  convoked  for 
this  purpose  by  fiu  imperial  decree.  A 
demand  for  the  arraignment  of  Roche- 
forte  for  an  outrage  upou  tho  Emperor 
was  referred  to  a  Coininittoo  by  the  Corps 
Legislatif.  The  funeral  ol  Victor  Noir 
was  largely  attended  by  the  working  classes 
aud  by  ladies  in  carriages,  and  the  Gov 
eminent  apprending  an  <  nn  ate  made  ex- 
tensive preparations  to  preserve  order 
through  the  suasive  iufluencc  of  the  sol- 
diery. The  last  accounts  represent  the 
excitement  as  subsidiug,  and  the  troops 
summoned  to  Paris  from  other  depart- 
ments have  been  ordered  back. 


It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  Legislature 
will  enact  a  law  raising  the  salary  of 
Judges  to  a  figure  at  which  men  of  real  le- 
gal ability  and  knowledge  can  afford  to  ac- 
cept the  office  of  Circuit  Judge  or  Judge 
of  the  Court  of  Appeals.  The  fact  that 
under  our  elective  system  partisan  services 
are  more  regarded  in  tho  choice  of  candi- 
dates, and  skill  iu  electioneering  and  man- 
ipulating Conventions  is  more  successful 
iu  obtaiuing  nomiuations,  thau  purity  of 
private  and  public  character,  judicial 
ability  aud  legal  learning,  ought  not  to  do- 
feat  the  bill.  Give  Judges  salaries  com- 
mensurate with  what  ought  to  he  the  dig- 
nity of  the  position,  so  that  fit  aud  capable 
men  may  fit  least  be  williug  to  occupy  a 
place  on  the  Bench,  and  then  if  the  people 
Will  select  in  prefcreuce  to  them  a  set  of 
men  with  fishy  reputations  and  smattering 
knowledge  of  the  law.  it  will  be  their  own 
fault.  It  is  not  unfrequently  urged  as  an 
excuse  for  electing  incompetents  to  juch 
positions  that  no  man  who  was  fit  for  it 
would  have  it,  ajal  the  reason  for  the;r  re- 
fusal is  that  the  salaries  arc  uot  equal  to  a 
first  class  practice  of  the  law.  No  man 
ought  ever  to  be  placed  in  so  important  a 
position  except  those  of  unblemished  lives, 
the  clearest  intellects,  and  spotless  integ- 
rity. The  position  has  been  too  often  de- 
graded by  ite  occupants  to  render  the  hon- 
or a  compensation  for  the  inadequacy  of 
the  salary. 


The  Indiana  Democratic  Convention  at

favor  of  taxing  Natioual  Bank  stocks,  and 
opposing  the  Fifteenth  Amendment.  The 
following  officers  were  then  nominated  for 
judges  of  the  Supreme  Court :  Judge  Jas. 
L.  Woroen,  of  the  First  District,  was 
Dominated  by  acclamation  ;  Second  Dis- 
trict, Judge  A.  C.  Downey,  on  the  first 
ballot;  Third  District,  Hon.  Samuel  II. 
Blskirk,  ou  (he  second  ballot ;  Fourth 
District,  Hon.  John  Pettit.  on  the  first 
ballot.  Secretary  of  State,  Colonel  Nor- 
man E.  Eddy,  of  St.  Joseph  couuty,  on 
the  first  ballot;  for  Attorney  General, 
Baylebs  W.  H  anna,  of  Terre  Haute,  first 
ballot;  Auditor  of  State,  John  C.  Shoe- 
maker, of  Perry  county,  on  the  fourth 
ballot :  Treasurer  of  State,  Jab.  B.  Ryan, 
of  Indianapolis,  on  the  first  ballot;  Su- 
perintendent of  Public  Instruction,  Mil- 
ton B.  Hohkinb,  of  Sullivan  county,  on 
the  first  ballot. 


J  esse  D.  Bright  has  many  traits  that 
are  admirable,  but  the  disposition  that 
made  him  move  to  send  back  a  petition 
for  a  charter  for  a  Protestant  Association 
in  Covington,  with  the  request  that  they 
adopt  some  other  name  than  that  of 
Abraham  Lincoln,  with  the  statement 
that  he  would  never  vote  to  give  a  charter 
to  any  association  bearing  that  name,  is  not 
oue  of  them.  The  taste  of  adopting  such 
I  name  was  unquestionably  bad,  but  it  was 
for  the  members  of  the  association  to  de- 
cide what  name  they  would  he  incorpora- 
ted uuder.  The  action  of  Mr.  MUOSTT 
was  inexpressibly  small.  That  the  mot  ion 
prevailed  iu  the  Legislature  merely  indi- 
cates that  a  good  many  of  its  members  are 
capable  of  very  little  aud  uarrow  things. 
Such  conduct  as  this  Will  uot  help  to  pun- 
ish Lincoln  for  the  evil  policy  he  inau 
gurated,  it  can  do  no  good,  and  it  accom- 
plishes much  toward  rendering  tho  Gen- 
eral Assembly  of

Mr  Beecher  thus  defends  his 
the  Richardson-McFarland  case  : 

I  suppose  I  do  slop  over  sometimes.  Well 
I  never  saw  a  pan  just  full  of  milk  that  did 
not  slop  over.

How  to  carry  a  nature  full  of  feeling,  and 
administer  it  without  making  mistakes,  I  do 
not  know,  you  do  .not,  nobody  does,  nobody 
ever  did,  and  nobody  ever  will ;  so  we  most 
take  it  and  get  along  as  best  we  can.  Life  is 
a  kind  of  zig  zag  anyhow,  and  we  are  obliged 
to  resort  to  expedients,  and  make  experi- 
ments, and  loam  from  our  blunders,  which 
are  inevitable.  We  find  out  a  great  deal 
more  from  men's  mistakes  than  from  their 
successes. 

But,  after  all,  1  am  not  sorry  that  I  have 
been  imposed  upon,  and  that  I  have  trusted 
men  that  were  uot  worthy  to  be  trusted.  I 
am  not  sorry  that  I  have  been  duped.  It  falls 
out  from  an  abundance  of  generous  feeling. 
It  is  the  mistake  of  a  disposition  that  I  think 
it  is  a  great  deal  better  to  have,  with  all  the 
impositions  which  it  suffers,  than  that  kind  of 
cold  caution  which  prevents  you  venturing 
anything  on  the  side  of  kindness 
always  want  to  be  safe.

Chloral  continues  to  excite  attention,  more 
perhaps  abroad  than  among  ourselves.  The 
hydrate  of  chloral  is  a  white  crystalline  sub- 
stance, which  iu  contact  with  alkaline  fluids, 
splits  up  into  chloroform  aod  formic  acid. 
Hence,  when  it  comes  into  contact  with 
blood,  the  alkaline  reaction  of  that  fluid  ef- 
fects its  decomposition,  and  a  formation  of 
chloroform  is  the  result.  Liebeich,  of  Ber- 
lin, to  whom  we  are  indebted  for  having 
brought  the  matter  forward,  believes  that 
when  chloral  is  taken  by  the  mouth  or  in- 
jected under  the  skin,  and  so  is  gradually  ab- 
sorbed into  the  blood,  chloroform  is  set  free 
iu  and  given  up  to  the  blood,  little  by  little. 
Hence  its  action  is  necessarily  somewhat 
slow,  but  gentle  and  prolonged,  very  differ- 
ent indeed  from  the  action  of  chloroform  ta- 
ken in  rapidly  by  the  ordinary  process  of  in- 
haling. At  all  events  the  animal  or  person 
to  whom  chloral  is  administered  gradually 
becomes  subject  to  an  anaesthetic  or  rather 
hypnotic  influence,  quite  distinct  from  that 
of  chloroform.  It  has  already  found  consid- 
erable favor  in  Germany  as  a  substitute 
for  morphia,  and  as  a  means  of  producing 


In  England,  Dr  B  W. 
rather  unfavorably  on  it  at  the  Exeter  meet- 
ing of  the  British  Association,  disagreeing 
with  Liebreich  as  to  its  admistration  being 
free  from  danger  and  from  inconvenient  after 
effects,  and  being  inclined  to  attribute  ill 
effects  to  the  furmic  acid  developed  at  the 
same  time.  In  Paris,  however,  Demonguuy, 
in  a  communication  to  the  Academy  of 
Sciences,  while  disagreeing  with  many  of 
Liebreich' a  conclusions,  says  that  chloral

It  will  be  seen,  therefore,  that  while  the 
failures  in  New  England,  Pennsylvania  and 
the  interior  of  this  State  for  18CJ  largely  ex- 
ceeded in  amount  those  for  1S68,  it  was  about 
one-third,  or  over  tea  millions,  less  in  the  city 
of  New  York.  This  is  conclusive  evidence 
of  the  stability  and  progress  of  trade  in  the 
great  commercial  metropolis  of  the  country. 
But  though  the  result  of  the  last  year's  trade 
throughout  the  country  generally  was  not  on 
the  whole  so  satisfactory,  the  disasters  were 
not  as  great  as  mauy  anticipated  and  caused 
no  general  suffering.  Indeed,  considering  the 
trial*  and  strai  n  upon  the  country  iu  const£ 
quenceoflhe  tremendous  war  we  had  just 
passed  through,  the  failures  and  disturbance 
in  trade  have  been  remarkably  small 
The  Southern  States  have  ahowa  a  wonder- 
ful recuperative  power  since  the  war,  and 
have  contributed  in  no  small  degree  to  the 
general  trade  and  interest  of  the  country. 
Ob  the  whole  this  circular  properly  concludes 
that  the  prospect  for  business  is  favorable, 
that  the  republic  is  making  vast  strides  in 
progress  and  wealth,  and  that  the  difficu'ty 
of  the  present  may  be  easily  met  and  conquer- 
ed.-Ar.  F.  Herald.

Parker  bequeathed  to  Hord  $7,500  in  trust 
to  keep  and  make  productive  for  the  use  of 
Susan  Gooding,  but  to  be  paid  to  her  brother 
in  the  event  of  her  dying  before  21  years  of 
age  and  without  issue.  Hord,  after  holding 
the  fund  a  shot  t  time,  had  Fleaiiug  substitu- 
ted as  crustee  by  order  of  Court.  Fleming 
re'uetantly  accepted  tbe  trust,  and  received, 
in  1851,  $7,725  as  the  trust  fand.  In  1865  he 
reported  to  the  Court  $20,346  as  the  fund. 
The  1  eneficiary  intermarried  with  Wilson, 
who  justly  brought  ibis  suit  for  a  settlement 
of  the  trust,  without  charge  of  delinquency  or 
infidelity.  Fleming  answered,  seeking  to  be 
relieved  when  the  Court  would  adjudge  it  best 
for  them  and  safe  for  himself.  When  she  be- 
came 21  years  eld,  the  Court  ordered  the  pay- 
ment of  the  fund,  after  deducting  five  per 
cent,  thereof  for  his  services  and  adjudged 
the  cost  arainst  him. 

Held — mere  is  uo  rule  in  restricting  a 
trustee's  compensation  at  five  per  cent.  The 
rate  ia  apportioned  according  to  the  nature 
and  responsibility  of  the  trust,  and  the  length, 
fidelity  and  success  of  tho  service.  Flem- 
ing's tci  vices  are  proved  to  have  ' i  worth 
one  and  a  half  per  cent  annually,  to  be  cred- 
ited at  the  end  of  each  year  on  the  fund  in 
his  hands,  and  he  to  bo  charged  with  six  per 
cent  interest  on  the  balance.  Biennial  vests 
for  compounding  the  legal  interest  are  ap- 
proved ah  apparently  reasonable.  As  the  suit 
was  hi  justifiable  Tin  the  part  of  the  plaintiffs, 
aud  prematu>ely  instituted,  it  was  unreason- 
able to  tax  Fleming  with  any  costs,  and  the 
trust  fund  should  have  been  paid  their.

Commonwealth,  now  punished  by  the  inflic- 
tion of  stripes,  shall,  after  the  going  into  ef- 
fect of  this  act,  be  punishe'  by  confinement 
invthe  county  jail  or  work-house  (if  ttiere  be 
oae)  of  tbe  ccauty  ia  which  the  offense  is  com- 
muted, at  hard  Ipbor,  for  not  less  than  one 
month  or  mora  than  six  mouths  for  each  of- 
fense, st  'he  discretion  of  the  jury,  or  of  the 
court,  if  the  cat>e  is  tried  by  the  court  without 
a  jury.  Such  kbor,  if  ia  tke  jail  or  jail-yard, 
shall  be  under  the  direction  of  the  jailer,  but 
it  may  be  performed  outside  of  tho  jail  under 
guard  ,  and  if  in  a  work  house,  it  shall  be  un- 
der the  direction  of  the  keeper  of  the  work- 
bouse — all  to  be  under  such  regulations  as 
the  county  couit  of  each  county  may  pre 
scribe ;  and  the  surplus  proceeds  of  such  la- 
bor shall  inure  to  the  couaty  treasury : 
sided.  That  all  white  juvenile  offenders,  under 
the  age  of  twenty  ye^rs,  may  be  confined  by 
order  of  tho  court,  in  tbe  BtaitS  Hone*  of  lie- 
form,  when  the  tine  for  which  they  are  con- 
victed is  two  moutba  or  more  :  And  prodded 
farther.

An  Unfortunate  Woman — We  republish 
the  subjoined  article  from  the  Louisvlle  Cou- 
rier Journal,  of  the  13th,  ia  order  that  the 
friends  of  the  unfortunate  woman  coucern- 
ing  whon  it  was  written  may  be  informed 
of  her  wherebouta  viz.' 

A  few  days  since  wc  noticed  the  sale  of  the 
old  "Blue  House"  on  the  levee  and  the  doings 
of  a  woman,  its  only  tenant,  on  that  occasion. 
The  facts  as  stated  ws  obtained  from  persons 
on  the  levee  and  were  so  put  aa  to  couvey  a 
wrong  inpression  of  thecaracter  of  hia  woman 
She  was  yesterday  befere  the  City  Court  on  a 
cbaige  ot  lunacy,  and  her  story  to  the  jury 
together  with  tho  fact  that  there  was  a  gentle- 
man present  who  once  knew  ber  and  her 
husband,  and  corroborated  all  she  said,  leads 
us  to  believe  that  she  is  a  badly  abused 
and  very  unfortuneate  woman.  The  jury 
pronounced  her  not  a  luaatic  without  retir- 
ing. 

She  said  her  maiden  name  was  Mary  Ste- 
venson and  that  she  was  born  iu  Lewis  coun- 
ty, K y  Her  first  husband,  Thames  Q.  Mar 
tiu,  was  a  prominent  and  wealthy  citiaen  of 
New  Orleans  and  died  in  1857.  She  lived  on 
Orleans  street,  between  Dauphin  and  Burgun- 
dy. After  her  husband's  death,  she  says,  she 
was  swindlod  of  out  the  most  of  her  property 
by  the  administrators  on  her  husband  s  estate. 
She  then  went  to  Maysville,  Ky.  where  several 
of  her  relatives  resided.  Ia  1863,  while  in  Mis- 
sissippi, she  married  a  Federal  officer  named 
King;  he  was  a  Lieutenant  in  tbe  Teuth 
Illinois  Cavalry.  She  saya  that  on  the  same 
day  they  were  married  he  got  orders  to  march, 
but  obtained  a  leave  ot  absence  from  his 
regiment  and  remained  behind.  He  then 
tendered  his  resignation,  but  did  not  receive 
any  information  from  the  authorities  for 
several  weeks.  From  where  they  lived  ko 
had  several  mi  lea  to  ride  to  the  post-office, 
and  she  says  he  mysteriously  disap- 
peared one  day.  and  neither  ahe  aor  the  offi- 
cers of  his  regiment  have  overheard  anything 
from  him.  It  is  supposed  that  ha  was  mur- 
dered, or,  having  been  captured  by  the 
enemy  died  in  prison.  He  was  born  in  Liver- 
pool. England,  and  has  relatives  now  living 
there 

At  the  close  of  the  war  she,  with  a  number 
of  others,  were  driven  from  that  section  of 
the  country,  and  she  came  here  destitute  and 
rented  a  room  in  a  house  on  the  levee  from 
Abe  Hassen.  She  says  that  he  represented  to 
her  that  he  owned  the  entire  block  and  offered 
to  make  her  a  present  of  that  house.  She  has 
been  terribly  abused  by  the  persons  along  the 
levee.  The  evidence  given  below  gives  a  loll 
history  of  her  life  there,  though  it  may  be 
very  partial.  Injurious  reports  in  regard  to 
ber  character  have  been  circulated,  which 
she  explains  in  this  wise:  A  young  gitl  who 
had  boen  working  for  one  of  the  neighbors 
had  been  turned  off,  and,  having  no  pla<  e  iu 
the  world  to  stay,  came  up  to  her  room  and 
begged  tor  shelter.  Pitying  her  condition 
she  took  bur  in,  aud  the  girl  lived  there  for 
sometime.  She  says  this  girl  acted  very 
badly,  would  run  upon  the  street  late  at  night, 
and  was  the  cause  of  bringing  appfobrium 
upon  her  house  She  complains  bitterly  of 
the  manner  in  which  ahe  has  been  abased. 
A  prominent  lawyer  who  happened  to  be  in 
tke  City  Court  yesterday  took  charge  of  her 
cane,  and  intends  to  see  tba;  justice  is  done 
her.  She  may  have  some  eccentricities,  but 
it  is  a  wonder  that  a  woman  wrecked  as  she 
has  been,  possesses  any  balanee  of  mind  what- 
ever. Her  conversation  would  betray  the 
fact,  if  nothing  else  did,  that  she  has  been  a 
lady  of  fortune  and  refinement  She  ia  now 
apparently  nbout  forty  years  of  age.  She 
has  a  sister,  she  says,  named  Parmelia  Zoll, 
in  Maysville,  Kentucky,  also  another  who  is 
the  wife  of  John  L.  Wisuer,  who  ahe  supposes 
lives  in  Illinois.  She  has  two  brothers,  John 
aud  Wm.  Stevenson,  living  in  Mason  county, 
Kentucky,  and  one  named  Robert  Stevanson, 
who  lives  in  Oreenupsbarg,  Kentucky.  Also 
a  brother-in-law  by  tha  name  of  Wm.  Ether 
aton,  living  at  Madison,  Indiana.  She  has 
not  heard  from  them  for  many  years,  and  does 
not  know  whether  they  are  dead  or  alive 
Her  caae  ia  a  very  singular  and  aad  one,  and 
call  a  for  the  sympathy  of  all  benevolent 
minded  persona  She  has  been  turned  out  of 
house  and  home,  and  with  her  favorite  dog — 
a  uoble-looking  animul — was  on  the  street* 
yesterday  seeking  shelter. 


In  our  lest  issuo  we  republished  from  the 
Fleiningsburg  Den'ocrat  a  communication  on 
the  subject  of  the  proposed  *'  Branch  Rail

to  be  paid  in  as  capital  stock  in  the  Maysville 
and  Lexington  Railroad  Company,  Northern 
Division,  the  citi«euu  of  Maysville,  in  a 
public  meeting  held  iu  that  city  declared  thai 
they  would  iu  return  for  our  generosity  in 
voting  said  tax  upon  ourselves,  guarantee 
thrt  they  would  raise  au  amouat  equal  to  if 
not  greater,  than  the  amount  which  wa  might 
raise  by  such  tax;  aud  the  president  and  di- 
rectors of  tbe  rood  by  a  resolution,  announc- 
ed themselves  strongly  in  favor  of  a  Branch 
road  through  our  town  to  the  Lumber.  Coat 
aud  Iron  regions  of  Morgan,  Carter  aad  other 
mountain  Counties  «nd  solemnly  promised 
to  give  aach  an  enterprise  all  tke  aid  in  their 
power  and  endorsed  fully  the  resolutions  pas- 
sed by  the  citizens  meeting." 

Oue  would  infer  from  the  above  statement 
that  the  pledge  made  hy  tbe  public  meeting 
in  Maysville,  and  by  those  citi/ens  of  Maya- 
Fleming  county,  was  that 
a 


the  people  of  Maysville  would  aubscrlbe  a  sum 
to  the  Fleiningsburg  Branch  Railroad  equal 
to  if  not  greater  than  the  amount  which  might 
be  subscribed  by  the  three  precincts  of  Flem- 
ingsburg,  F.lizaville  and  Centreville  com- 
bined. Lest  the  uncontradicted  publication 
of  such  a  statement  should  impress  the  pub- 
lic mind  with  the  belief  that  such  a  pledge 
was  really  made,  |W«  deem  it  proper  to  say 
that  the  above  extract  does  not  correctly  rep- 
resent the  facts  in  the  case.  The  people  of 
the  Klizaville  and  Centreville  precincts  were 
chiefly  interested  in  the  building  of  the  main 
stem,  and  no  assurance  of  an  equal  subscrip- 
tion to  the  branch  road  was  necessary  to  se- 
cure their  votes  to  the  branch  road,  which 
was  with  them  a  matter  of  secoudary  and  in- 
ferior importance.  In  Flemingsburg  the 
cage  was  different,  and  in  order  to  combat 
the  argument  of  tbe  enemies  of  the  subscrip- 
tion, that  it  would  exhaust  the  resources  of 
that  precinct  and  cripple  them  iu  any  attempt 
they  might  make  to  build  it,  the  pledge  was 
made  by  the  public  meeting  in  Maysville  and 
by  the  gentlemen  who  canvassed  the  Flein- 
ingsburg precinct,  that  the  people  of  Mays- 
ville would  snbscribe  to  the  branch  road  a 
sum  equal  to  if  not  greater  than  the  j><op/e  of 
the  Fleiningsburg  precinct  might  aubscribe  by 
voting  the  tax  to  the  main  stem.  In  order 
to  sustain  this  statement,  and  to  set  the  mat- 
tar  forever  at  rest,  we  here  publish  the  report 
of  the  public  meeting  alluded  to.  It  was  very 
generally  circulated  through  Flemiug  county 
in  an  extra,  in  the  Maysville  Eagle,  and  in 
the  Flemingsbarg  Democrat  at  the  time.  It 
reads  as  follows,  viz  : 

"Railroad  Meetinu. — At  a  meeting  of  the 
citizens  of  Maysville,  at  the  Council  Chamber, 
on  Saturday  evening,  April  3d,  1869,  A.  M. 
January  was  selected  chairman,  and  Geo.  W. 
Sulaer,  secretary 

Mr.  James  Barbour  stated  to  tbe  meeting 
that  he  had  recently  visited  Fleming  county 
with  a  view  to  invite  the  co-operation  of  the 
Fleiningsburg,  Elizaville,  and  Centreville 
election  districts  to  aid  in  the  construction  of 
the  Maysville  and  Lex.ngton  Railroad  North- 
ern Division,  by  subscription  of  stock  by 
those  districts  to  that  road.  He  stated  that 
the  principal  difficulty  in  the  way  of  obtaining 
the  co-operation  of  the  Fleiningsburg  district 
was  tbe  apprehension  on  the  part  of  some  of 
the  people  of  that  district  that  there  might 
not  be  a  corresponding  effort  on  our  part  to 
build  tha  branch  road  to  Flemingsburg  look 
ing  to  an  ultimate  extension  of  that  branch 
towards  the  coal,  lumber,  and  iron  region  in 
eastern  Kentucky.  He  stated  that  Le  had 
assured  those  people  that  Maysville  telt  the 
liveliest  interest  in  the  branch  enterprise,  and 
that  he  had  no  doubt  but  that  Maysville  would 
he  ready  and  auxious  to  commence  and  pros- 
ecute that  enterprise  so  soon  as  the  Maysville 
end  Lexington  Railroad  can  be  secured. 
That  Maysville  looks  to  that  region  as  tho 
principal  field  of  her  future,  business,  and  to 
a  railroad  connection  with  it  as  essential  to 
her  prosperity,  and  that  he  believed  that  the 
city  of  Maysville  would,  at  tho  earliest  prac- 
ticable period,  enlist  in  that  enterprise  and 
contribute  to  it  iu  an  amount  greater  than  he 
would  presume  to  promise. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  J.  M.  Duke  the  following 
resolutions  were  adopted:

Resolved  That  we  pledge  Maysville  to  sub- 
scribe to  the  Flemingsburg  branch,  whenever 
it  is  undertaken,  a  larger  sum  than  will  be 
contributed  by  that  prerim  t  to  the  main 
atom,  provided  they  shall  vote  the  proposed 
tax  of  one  per  cent  per  annum  lor  three 
years.

Yancey  be- 
lieving that  by  the  blow  Mr.  Ewing  intended 
to  fight  him,  drew  his  knife,  but  was  pre- 
vented from  using  it  by  Mr.  Ewing,  who 
grasped  Yancey's  wrists  so  tightly,  that  the 
latter  was  compelled  to  let  tbe  knife  fall  to 
the  ground  ;  aud  that,  while  in  this  position, 
Mr.  Ewing  spit  in  Yancey's  face.  Yancey 
stung  to  madness,  warned  Ewing  that  tkey 
would  meet  again.  When  they  met  Monday, 
Yancey  shot  Ewing  through  or  near  the 
heart.  The  latter  ran  some  little  distance 
and  fell  to  the  ground,  after  which  Yancey 
followed  him.  placed  his  pistol  to  the  head  of 
the  deceased  and  fired.  Whon  taken  up,  the 
uniortunate  man's  face  una  found  to  have 
been  badly  powder-burned.  Yancey  surren- 
dered himself  to  the  authorities. — Noshtrille 
Banner. 

A  Horrible  Affair.— We  learu  that  on 
Friday  morning  last  Mr.  Thomas  Bradshaw, 
a  wealthy  fanner  living  near  Sharpsburg,  in 
Bath  county,  assaulted  hia  wife  with  an  ax, 
striking  her  on  the  head  und  inflicting  a  ter- 
rible wounl  which  will  probably  cause  her 
death.
